SCHEDULE V - CONDITIONS AND JUSTIFICATIONS (EA/EX, AUSTRALIA, 
MELBOURNE) 

IN A RECENT PRESENTATION TO THE DEPT BY EMBASSY 
CANBERRA, CONGEN MELBOURNE INDICATED THAT IN FUTURE 
ONE ADDITIONAL AMERICAN CONSULAR AND ONE ADDITIONAL LOCAL 
CONSULAR POSITION WOULD BE REQUIRED. (THE PROJECTED 
MAN HOURS IN THIS PACKAGE TAKE THIS INTO ACCOUNT AND 
THEREFORE MAY EXCEED THE POSSIBLE NUMBER OF MAN HOURS 
AVAILABLE WITH CURRENT STAFF). 

THE JUSTIFICATION FOR THESE TWO POSITIONS IS BASED ON TWO 
FACTORS, THE FIRST OF WHICH, ACCORDING TO THE INSTRUCTIONS 
IN THIS CONSULAR PACKAGE, IS NOT SUFFICIENT STANDING BY 
ITSELF, THAT IS, STRAIGHT LINE PROJECTIONS BASED ON PRIOR 
YEARS. HOWEVER, GOING BACK OVER THE LAST TEN YEARS 
THERE HAS, IN FACT, BEEN A PROGRESSIVE INCREASE IN WORK- 
LOAD CAPABILITY OF THE PRESENTLY AUTHORIZED STAFF. IN 
LAST YEAR'S CONSULAR PACKAGE, IT WAS STATED THAT AFTER THE 
BICENTENNIAL AND THE MONTREAL OLYMPICS, VISA ISSUANCE WOULD 
PROBABLY RETURN TO A CONSTANT PLATEAU FAIRLY APPROXIMATING 
PRIOR YEARS; THIS HAS NOT HAPPENED. INSTEAD, VISA 
ISSIANCE IS AHEAD OF LAST YEAR(10,500 FOR JAN-MARCH 1977 
COMPARED TO 10,076 FOR SAME PERIOD 1976), WHICH INDICATES 
THAT THE DECADE-LONG CONSTANT INCREASE IS CONTINUING. 

THE SECOND FACTOR, WHICH PROBABLY PARTLY EXPLAINS THE FIRST 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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FACTOR, IS THAT THE COST OF DOMESTIC INTERNAL TRAVEL AND 
LODGING IN AUSTRALIA HAS REACHED A POINT AT WHICH IT IS 
CHEAPER FOR AUSTRALIAN TOURISTS TO OBTAIN A PACKAGE 
TOUR OUTSIDE AUSTRALIA TO THE USA, UK, SINGAPORE, 

FIJI, ETC, THAN TO SPEND HOLIDAYS IN AUSTRALIAN 
RESORTS. DOMESTIC AIR FARES ARE EXTREMELY HIGH AND 
THE RESORT AREAS OF AUSTRALIA HAVE NOT YET CREATED PACKAGE 
TOURS AS ATTRACTIVE AS THOSE ABROAD. MOREOVER, EVEN A 
SHORT TRIP ABROAD ALLOWS THE AUSTRALIAN TRAVELLER TO 
RETURN WITH A MYRIAD OF DUTY-FREE GOODS, ESPECIALLY 
ELECTRONIC, WHICH, IN EFFECT, RENDERS PART OF THIS TRIP 
ABROAD AS SUBSIDIZED. ADDITIONALLY, ANOTHER AMERICAN 
AIRLINE, CONTINENTIAL, IS SEEKING PERMISSION TO FLY TO 
AUSTRALIA, INDICATING THAT THAT CARRIER PERCEIVES A 
GROWING MARKET HERE IN FUTURE FOR TOURISM TO AMERICA. WE 
UNDERSTAND ALSO THAT U.S. TRAVEL SERVICE, RECOGNIZING 
FACT THAT AUSTRALIA IS NOW FIFTH LARGEST SUPPLIER 
(EXCLUDING CANADA AND MEXICO) OF FOREIGN VISITORS TO USA, 

IS SERIOUSLY CONSIDERING REOPENING OFFICE IN AUSTRALIA. 
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IF THIS OCCURS, IT IS EXPECTED TO STIMULATE SIGNIFICANT 
INCREASE IN NIV APPLICATIONS.
